The Subject of Amendments Proposed 
.by Lodge aud Gallinger — House 
Strikes » Sons In Consideration ol 
the River and Harbor Bill 


Washington, Jan. 10.—The senate yes- 


terday, by a very decisive vote, con- 
cui'red in the house provision for the 
abolition of the army canteen. Only 
15 votes 
could be mustered in the 


senate in favor of tbe canteen, while 
Si were cast against it. 


Most of the time was occupied by 


Kcuator Teller of Colorado. Pettigrew 
of South Dakota and Butler of Isorth 
Carolina, who all opposed the adoption 
of tbe senate committee's amendment, 
which provided for a continuance of tbe 
canteen. 


The effect of the vote is to restore to 


the bill the house provision abolishing 
the army canteen so far as the sale of 
any kind of intoxicants is concerned. 
As the section now stands in the bill, it 
reads as follows: 


"The sale of or dealing in beer, wine 


or any intoxicating liquors by any per- 
6ou iu any post exchange or canteen or 
army transport, or upon any premises 
used for military 
purposes 
by tbe 


Uaited States, is hereby prohibited. The 
secretary of war is hereby directed to 
carry the provisions of ttilsTsectlon into 
full force and effect." 


Ihe following amendments to the 


army bill have been proposed: 


By Senator Lodge: 
The importation 


or sale of distilled spirits into the Phil- 
ippine islands or their dependencies, ex- 
cept for medicinal purposes or for use in 
the arts, under regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the commissioners of the 
United States, is hereby prohibited. 


Senator Galliuger: 
Providing that 


all licenses for the establishment of 
American saloons in the Philippines 
shall be revoked and that hereafter no 
such licenses shall be issued. 


Beyond disposing finally of the can- 


teen question, the senate accomplished 
little, and it seems doubtful whether 
a final vote upon the measure will be 
reached before Friday or Saturday. 


The reapportionrnent 
bill was re- 


ceived from the house, and referred to 
the committee on census. 


The house yesterday considered the 


river and harbor 
appropriation bill. 


Little progress was made.

The German Christmas and New 
Year's cakes, as known across the 
water (in' ths Fatherland), are little 
known in this country. There they have 
a distinctive- name that i« perhaps ex- 
pressed ia English by the word "Leb- 
kugeu." They are made by baiters al- 
most altogether, for the reusou that the 
dough or pasts is prepared about six 
months beiore it is baked for the holi- 
days and during this period lies in 
troughs uutil time has thus matured it. 
Honey enters into the composition of 
these cakes as prepared in Germany, 
and few German bakers even have at- 
tempted their production in this coun- 
try. 


The cakes made? here are very nice, 
but ngt the same as have won famo 
across the sea. 
Our American product is mixed as 
follows: 
One pint of finest molasses, 
one-half pint of inilk, oue-fourtii ounce 
of soda, six ounces lard, six ounces of 
sugar, two pounds three-quarters best 
pastry, ilowi • extract of caraway and 
mixed spices to taste. Islix the molasses,., 
milk, soda,'lard aud sugai well together, 
add the mixed spices and then the flour 
to make the required thickness to the 
paste; laqt add the caraway extract; 
roll out and cut into desired shapes aud 
bake in a moderate ovea. These cakes 
will keep for days.

Mix the 
sugar slid well-beaten egg together, add 
the flavoring and drop in small quanti- 
ties onto a tin and bake in a moderate 
oven. 
If cocoanut macaroons are de- 
sired, add a quarter of a pound of desic- 
cated cocoauut to the above and pro- 
ceed as before. 
Hickory nut macaroons ar« made na 
follows: Beat the whites o( three eggs 
:o a froth, add slowly ont cupful of 
powdered sugar aud one cupful of nuts 
chopped fine, mix tl-oroughly, drop on 
buttered tins, and bake slowly. 
ED. 


A CHEAP GRAVY FOB HASH. 
Take boues and trimmings of the 
joint intended for hashing cut them into 
small pieces and put them in a stewpan 
with salt, pepper, allspice, a small fag- 
got of savory herbs, a half head of 
celery, cover with boiling water and 
cook for two or three hours. Slice one 
onion and fry it in one ouuce of butter 
till pale brown in color and thicken with 
flour. Add this to the gravy, boil for a 
quarter of an hour and flavor witli lemon 
peel, anchovy sauce, walnut ketchup or 
table sauce. Strain for use. 


MINCUD VEAL,. 


Mince fine about one pound of cooked 


veal; into a stew pan put a Urge pat of 
butter and when melted add a table- 
spoonful of flour, stir together tot a 
couple of minutes and add gradually ft 
half pint of broth or weak stock, stir- 
ring uutil reduced to the consistency of 
thick sauce; then add the minced vent 
(a half dozen chopped mushrooms if you 
have them, although they are not abso- 
lutely essential), a gill of rich cream, 
nud pepper aftd salt to taste; stir "over 
the fire for three or four minutes,, and 
serve with or without poached eggs as 
preferred. 
Some cooks add laineed 


boiled ham or tongue to the veal' with 
good results, and others find that 
chopped green peppers make the dish 
more tasty and desirable. 
I should 


omit the peppers in all cases where the 
mi^ceu ham it, to be used. 


CKOQUETTES OF VEAL. 
Cut about one pound of cold roast 


veal into small dice, or better, mince it 
icto very fine shreds; add to this about 
one-half its quantity of mushroom* cut 
up in the same manner. Place ia a* 
saute pan enough Allcmande Bechamel 
or supreme sauce to serve for the quan- 
tity of meat used and boil until quite 
thick; put in the minced meat and 
mushrooms, mix well together, season 
with salt .and pepper, and spread the 
mixture about one inch in thickness on 
a flat dish, smooth the surface with a 
knife blade, cover with buttered paper 
and set away to cool. When wanted for 
use divide into two dozen pieces, shape 
as desired, roll in bread crumbs, dip in 
ggg and fry ia deep fat; dry in coarse 
paper and serve. 


MINCED VEAL WITH EGGS. 


Chop about one pound of cold roast 
veal quite fine, put about half a pint of 
Bechamel sauce into a stewpan and re- 
duce by boiling until quite thic^; put is) 
the minced veal and a little cream, sea- 
son with salt and pepper and a little 
nutmeg; stir all well together over the 
fire until warm and dish up ia a conical 
form; aroaad the base of the cone put 
six poached eggs with a scallop of'ham 
between each ep-r, pour on a little 
Bechamel sauce and serve.

ROAST PIGEON. 


Pigeoas to be good should be fresh and 


they should be drawa as soon as killed. 
Cut off the heads and necks, truss the 
wings ever the backs aad cut off the 
toes at the first joint. No bird requires 
so much washing. 
Stuff like poultry 
and pack in rows in a dripping pan, 
dredge with salt, pepper and a little 
flour, spread them with butter and put 
in a brisk oven to cook. Pour a teacup- 
ful of water ia the pan and baste often. 
If young and plump the birds will cook 
in oae-half to three quarters of an hour. 
Vse more tune if desired.

This homely vegetable can be 


into a good imitation of cauliflower. 
Cut it fine and put it into a stewpan 
with water sufficient to cover and keep 
closely covered during the cooking pro- 
cess. When tender, drain off the water 
a_ud put in a small piece of butter, a 
little salt and a cupful of milk or half a 
cupful of cream.

Chop fine four Bounds of round beef, 


remove all the fat and add to it three 
dozen small crackers, rolled fine, four 
eggs, o le cupful of milk, oae tablespoon- 
fui of ground mace, two tablespoonfuls 
of black pepper, one tablespoonful of 
melted butter. Mix well and place in a 
tin paa which it will just fill by pack- 
ing close. Baste -with butter and water 
and bake two hours in a slow oven. 


GBA\Y FOB POULTRY. 


Cut up one-half pound of lean beef 
into small pieces aad put it with a pint 
of cold water into a stewpan. 
Add a 


small onion, one-half teaspoonful of salt, 
a little pepper, oae tablespoonful of 
ketchup or table sauce, and simmer 
gently fov three hours, taking care that 
it does not boil fast. A short time it is 
required mix one teaspoonful of arrow- 
root with a little cold water, pour it into 
the gravy, stir continually and boil. 
Strain and serve very hot with the meat, 
or poultry or game. 


CREAMED OYSTERS. 
Melt one tablespoonful of butter 
stir- into it one tablespoonful of flour. 
When they have become frothy add one 
cupful of cream and let -the mixture 
come to a boil, then stir in Ont and a 
hajf 
dozen oysters that have been 
heated to th* boiling point in their own 
liquor and (Trained. Add a well-beaten 
egg, cover and serve.

HOME-MADE NOODLES. 


I 
Mix the yolks of four eggs with as 


', much fine, dry, sifted 'flour as will be 


needed for a firm but st&oodi paste. 
Boll it out as thin as possible and cut 
into bands of about an inch and a 
Quarter in width. Dust them lightly 
with flour and place four of them oaa 
upon the other. Cut them into very fine 
strips, separate them with the point of a, 
knife and spread them on the mixing 
board to dry a little before they are 
used. Drop them gradually into boiling 
soup and ia five minutes they are ready 
to serve. 


STEWED SPANISH ONIONS. 
Peel the onions without removing 


much of the tops or stalks so that they 
will not fall to pieces. Put them into a 
stewpan in which they may remain at 
the bottom without resting on each, 
other and add broth or gravy to cover. 
Simmer very gently until the onions 
are tender, dish them, nour round the 
gravy, and serve. Instead of gravy, 
butter may be used, enough to make a 
generous gravy. Season to taste.

STEWED OYSTER PLANT. 
Cut off the topi of a bunch of oyster 
plant close to the root, scrape and wash 
well and slice lengthwise. Stew until 
tender in salted water, drain and put in 
a Btev,-pan and cover with milk. To 
one pint of the plant add a tablespoon- 
ful of butter rolled in fl«ur, season with 
salt and pepper, stew for a few 
minutes, add a little vinegar and aerve. 


WHITE SOUP.. 


Reduce one-quarter pound of sweet 
almonds to a paste in a mortar with a 
spoonful of water and add them to one- 
quarter pound of cold veal or poultry 
which has beea pounded with a thick 
slice of stale bread. Beat all togethei 
and add a piece of fresh lemon peel, 
very finely chopped, and one blade of 
niace. Pour two quarts of white stock 
on the whole and simmer for an hour 
then add the yolks of two eggs beaten 
with three-fourths pint of creara, bring 
to a boil and serve immediately.

FILIPINO 


' The minority in congress and Senator 
Hoar are opposed to the army bill on 
the ground that it establishes a large 
standing army, 100,000 men, but mainly 
because its- passage means the asser- 
tion and maintenance of United States 
authority in the Philippines. The tac- 
tics and arguments of the opposition 
are the old ones used during the na- 
tional campaign. The attempt is made 
to frighten the people of the United 
States by the magnitude of the task in 
the Philippines and to persuade them 
that we have neither business nor 
duty over there in force. Senator Hoar 
is the most eloquent voice of the op- 
position, and he made a speech in the 
senate the other day that was highly 
endorsed by the anti-press. In the 
course of his speech he said: 


"Mr. President, that man has learned 


very little of the lessons of history who 
has not understood that every race and 
every people and every condition of 
men must advance in its own way and 
can never advance in a way prescribed 
by another. The Indian— and we have 
•made enormous mistakes in dealing 
with him — if he is ever to be anything, 
must develop into a consummate In- 


Thia is one of those 
fine-sounding 


half truths that the poetic philosopher 
cannot stop himself using in his efforts 
to sway a pe'ople. The words of Sen- 
ator Hoar contain the doctrine of the 
enthusiastic psychologist and biologist, 
who. having little concern for govern- 
ment or the universality of riRht. social 
and national principles, govern in their 
agony over the restriction of new 
phenomena in men or races and con- 
tend that the greatest thing on earth is 
a new national or social germ. The 
Veltntist and the poetic philosopher 
meet on common ground when Senator 
Hoar pleads for the Indian being al- 
lowed to become a consummate Indian 
and the Filipino a consummate Fili- 
pino. 


It would be entertaining, perhaps In- 


structive, to let the Indian grow to be 
consummate along the lines of his de- 
velopment, so far as we know any- 
thing about it, provided there could be 
•tome way devised to scientifically study 
h<m and report upon him without en- 
countering his torch and tomahawk. 
W« suspect,, however, that few would 
car* to undertake the study without 
Mfeguards since the Indian proved 
tifltself quite 
consummate 
to 
the 


»lone*r and plalnaman. What, in the 
tame of commoncenie, could clvillsa- 
•afe do wltb the Indian? As warda of 


this government, state prisoners we 
probably have treated the Indian un- 
wisely and not well, but this country 
would become as old as- Babylonia itself 
before the Indians as a race would be- 
come truly fraternal with the.white 
family. 
, 


Th3 Filipino may not present th» 


hopeless problem the Indian has. 
In 


fact we all know he doesn't. Bu.t there 
is Just this much about the whole mat. 
toi: If the Filipino mind and instincts 
ore reaching after the principles that 
govern the civilized peoples and na- 
tions they will find themselves helped 
by the Americans, but if they are not 
there will never be a race of consum- 
mate Filipinos. Anything consummate 
that is out of harmony with right and 
good as civilization has come to un- 
derstand right and good can only sur- 
vive by triumphing over the civilized 
world. 


China has had time enough, to de- 


velop the consummate Chinamen, and 
she has done it. And for that reason 
the usages of civilization have been dis- 
icgarded by her government and peo- 
ple and outrage and slaughter is the 
story of her relation with the western 
peoples. In face of this Senator Hoar 
declares "the Oriental must develop 
into a consummate Oriental." 


If the Filipino needs a little force to

W. J. Magee, who has recently return- 
ed from an ethnological expedition into 
Mexico, to the Washington correspond- 
ent of the Iu 
-"ork Post, "are in tue 


scale of civ. ..-ation a few degrees 
above the Cocopah Indians, whom we 
set out to visit; they do make then* own 
bows and arrows and boats and show 
some cleverness in primitive navigat- 
ing, but they still lack the knife in- 
stinct." 


This commentary called forth a 


question as to the meaning of the 
"knife instinct." The ordinary man 
in a civilized community, the professor 
explained, is so familiar with the knife 
and it* purposes that its use has be- 
come practically automatic. 
At the 


table he cuts bis food witL his knife 
without going through any conscious 
mental process. It is as natural for 
him to do this as It is to take his drink 
from a cup or other vessel for holding 
liquor. If he wishes to open a pack- 
age tied with twine in a bard knot, or 
to whittle a bit of stick, or to split an 
apple into two parts, down goes bib 
hand instinctively Into his pocket foi 
bis knife, and he can be talking 01 
thinking about other things while he 
uses the knife for cutting. 


Not so the Seri lafliaii. If he obtains 


a knife in barter be thrusts it into hif 
belt as he has seen the Mexican fron- 
tiersman do, but in a meaningless way. 
It is a matter of imitation and not rea- 
soning with him, for be has no idea of 
the common uses to which the Mexican 
puts the knife. If a deer crossed bis 
path while his knife was in his girdle, 
and with the aid of his dogs he were 
able to capture and kill it, it would 
never occur to him to use his knife 
for cutting up the carcass. He would 
tear it like a wild beast. If he kills a 
pony for food and hangs a quarter near 
his door, to be eaten - needed, be will 
bite into the men1 
pull it apart 


with bis teeth and 
-•., stripping the 


sinews and tendon 
,-dduaily till noth 


Jng but the bones aie left. To cut thi 
flesh away would be the last thing to 
occur to his naiad and the most difli 
cult thing for him to accomplish. Civ- 
ilized man, with whom the knife habit, 
pursued from early childhood, present- 
ly merges into instinct, can have no 
Idea of what it means to be without 
this rudimentary f mining.

bard for him to understand as it is 
for a person who has never been with- 
out the normal complement of faculties 
to understand the feeling of one bore 
deaf and dumb and blind.

Speaking of the condition of the Se- 


rls as regards bloodthirst. Professor Ma- 
gee says that it still remains very de- 
plorable, and the visitor must be not 
only prepared, but visibly prepared, for 
trouble at any hour of the day or night. 
The one question on which the Seris' 
treatment of him hangs is that of op- 
portunity. 
It makes no difference 


•whether be be a Caucasian, or a mixed 
Wood, a Yankee or a Mexican, or even 
a member of another tribe of Indians. 
The sole consideration is that he is an 
alien wherever or whenever found. Il 
the alien is well equipped with means 
of protection, BO that it is plainly inex- 
pedient to attack him boldly, he will 
escape trouble as long as bis vigllanct 
remains acute. The night, which would 
naturally be considered the most daa 
gerous time for the stranger, is really 
LIs safest time, tor by doing careful 
•watch duty by turns a party of visitors 
can avert attack, but in the daylight 
there is apt to be a perilous sense of se- 
curity, and it is then that it behooves 
every alien to be individually on his 
guard. The Seris seem to have none 
of the sense of hospitality or honor 
which marks many Indians of a higher 
type. Thej have some notion of loyal- 
ty to each' other, but the rest of the 
vrorld is always fair game. 


Another thing differentiates the Seris 


from the Indian tribes conventionally 
familiar to newspaper readers— name- 
ly, their treatment of their dead. As 
far as is known, they have no respect 
for the bodies of their warriors, leaving 
these unburied wherever they happen 
to fall, but the funeral of a woman Is 
an occasion for great pomp and cere- 
mony. 
There may be some relation 


between this and the fact that the Se- 
ris, like most other Indians, trace de- 
scent through the maternal line. In- 
deed, in the Seri tongue the women 
have no word signifying "father," 
though they have one for "mother." 
Men only can speak of their fathers. 
The reason for this distinction is not 
manifest.

The counbil started hi "to beat the 


band" last nislit and council meetines 
will have more than a perfunctory in 
terest if the same lively spirit is carried 
through the v>sar. Councilman Ladam 
was responsible for the specialties in 
troduced. He was on the warpath for 
everthing in tight, and managed to get 
a good deal of flun out of matters that 
are -usually as uninteresting and formal 
as the collection at a Sunday morning 
church service. 


AH the councilmen except Broderick, 


Hunter and JTrauchere were present, 
all rsolved to start off the year properly 
by prompt attendance and close atten 
ticn- The rooms of the council chamber 
have been nicaly tinted, and were as 
clean as the page of history on which 
the council will write their doings for 
the rear. 


The first thing in order, before the 


roll was called, was the administering 
of the oath of office to Councilman "Whit 
ney, who was not present at the inaug 
uration ceremony last Monday and who 
therefore had to go through the re 
sponses all alone.

A Special Election 


President Whitaker made the official 


announcement of a vacany caused by 
the death of Colonel John Bracewell. in 
order to fill the vacancy bV a council 
election, as provided Cor by the charter 
nominations were called for, 


Mr. Dennett presented the name of 


George B. Per'-y, saying that it would 
be presumptious in him. to explain Mr- 
Perry's qualifications for the 
office, 


since the council knew Turn from former 
associations in the council chamber. 
He had had experience in the council 
and is a trainPd business man. He had 
the largest number of votes of any of 
the defeated candidates at the last city 
election, which was a valid reason why 
the council should turn' towards him- 
Mr. Bonnar seconded the nbmination. 


Mr- Amadon rose to present the name 


of Alflred A. Lee, who he assured the. 
council had all the required qualiflna 
tions, although he had never been tried. 


Mr. Ladam followed by presenting 


the name ofl Henry A- Tower , saying 
in substance: Now I'm going to present 
a namfe that will probably look to some 
of you people a little out of the way.
